Sunday was an historic day for Southwest Arkansas — when 


officialdom broke ground for and dedicated the Millwood Dam 
project on Little River, ending a 15-year era of controversy, delay 
and compromise. Today the 55-million-dollar job is under con- 
struction. 


The dam, cutting through the middle of Beard's Lake in 


Hempstead County will span Little River from a high bluff south- 
west of Saratoga to Red Bluff on the Little River County side. 


Millwood Dam will eliminate Little River os a 35-mile race- 


way for boats, for the narrow, deep river is always navigable from 
Allen's Ferry as far up as White Oak Shoals — but in return, the 
vast federal .project will give this region a major lake, will add 
to flood control on Red River in Arkansas and Louisiana, and will 
give a vast,reservoir of water for municipal, agricultural and in-- 
dustrial purposes in Southwest Arkansas. Hope, Texarkana, Mag- 
nolia and other cities are members of the Southwest Arkansas 
Water District to see that this purpose is realized. 


The ground-breakiing and dedication ceremonies Sunday ' 


were held at the Little River County end of the dam site, a few 
miles east of Ashdown. Boyd Tackett of Texarkana, former Ar- 
kansas congressman, was master of ceremonies. The Rev. Rufus 
Sorrells of Hope gave the invocation. 


The speakers' Iis1 was headed by U.S. Senator John L. Mc- 


Clellan, U.S. Senator J. W. Fulbright, Congressman Oren Harris, 
and Governor Orval Faubus. The Corps of Engineers was represent- 
ed by Col, Gordon B. Page, deputy division engineers, Southwestern 
Division, Dallas; and Col. Howard W. Penney, district engineer, 
Tulsa District.
